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CLAIMS : 

What is claimed is: 
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1. A method of facilitating account statement reconcili- 
ation, comprising : 

associating selected transactions within data^ar^ cords for 
an account to form a transaction group which^rfay be treated 
both as a single transaction and as a plur^fity of individual 
transactions; and 

displaying a total for said transaction group, wherein 
said total for said transaction group may be readily 
reconciled with a consolidat^a entry in an external account 
statement .

2. The method of/claim 1, wherein the step of associating 
selected transactions within data records for an account to 
form a transition group further comprises: 

instantiating a container object to contain data records 
for saicy transaction group. 

The method of claim 1, wherein the step of associating 
selected transactions within d^ta records for an account to 
form a transaction group further comprises 

supporting selection of multiple data records; and 
providing an optioix/ for associating multiple selected 
data records as a transaction group.

include at/least one transaction .from a transaction group. 

7. Tne method of claim 5, further comprising: 
/displaying a visual indicator of each transaction group 

within said plurality of transaction groups. 

8. An apparatus for facilitating account statement recon- 
ciliation, comprising: 

association means for persistently assoc^xing selected 
transactions within data records for aiy^ccount to form a 
transaction group which may be selectively treated as a single 
transaction; and 

display means for displaying a total for said transaction 
group, wherein said total £<5r said transaction group may be 
readily reconciled with/a consolidated entry in an external 
account statement. / 

9. The apparatus of claim 8, wherein said association means 
further compulses: 

instantiation means for instantiating a container object 
to contain data records for said transaction group. 

10. The apparatus of claim ^8<**wherein said association means 
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further comprises : 

means for supporting selection of multiple data records; 
and / 

means for providing an option for associating multiple 
selected data records as a transaction group. 

11. The apparatus of clain/8, further comprising: 
indication means for/ displaying a visual indicator of 

said association of saidr transaction group. 

12. The apparatus oy claim 8, further comprising: 
association mesins for forming a plurality of transaction 

groups within said/ data records for said account; and 

display mearts for displaying a total for each transaction 
group within sa/d plurality of transaction groups. 

13. The apparatus of claim 12, further comprising: 
identification means for identifying unreconciled 

transactions within data records for said account; and 

determination means for determining whether said 
unreconciled transactions include at least one transaction 
from a/transaction group. 



The apparatus of claim 12, further comprising: 
indication means for displaying a visual indicator of 
ea(6h transaction group within said plurality of transaction 
g/oups . 

15. A computer program product for^se-^ith a data processing 
system, comprising : 

a computer usablp^meaium; 

first ins tj^ef^t ions on said' computer usable medium for 
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associating selected transactions within data records fer an 
account to form a transaction group having a>ete1fa record 
distinct from data records for said selected-transactions; and 
second instructions on said comp*r£er usable medium for 
displaying a total for said transaction group, wherein said 
total for said transact ion^roup may be readily reconciled 
with a consolidated en^ary in an external account statement. 

16. The compuJ>gr program product of claim 15, wherein said 
first ins tactions further comprise: 

iaar^t ructions for instantiating a container object to 
cojaf^ain data records for said transaction group. 

17. The computer program product of claim 15, whereip^said 
first instructions further comprises: 

instructions for supporting selection of mdJ_tiple data 
records ; and 

instructions for providing an option for creating said 
data record associating multiple sele-dued data records as a 
transaction group. S 

18. The computer program ^/product of claim 8, further 
comprising : / 

third instructional on said computer usable medium for 
displaying a visual Vindicator of said association of said 
transaction group 

19. The computer program product of claim 15, further 
comprising/!

21. An Internet client, comprising:

22. The Internet client of claim 21, wherej^r said data 
processing system further comprises: 

means for retrieving transactiqp^inf ormation over the 
Internet ; and 

means for comparing said^^ransaction group record to said 
retrieved transaction infjedrmation separately from said records 
for said selected tr^rfisactions . 



23. The Internet client of claim 21, wherein said data 
processing^ system further comprises :

29. The method^of claim 28, wherein the step of altering a 
state associated with user transaction records for individual 
transaction 1 ^ within said transactions groups further 
comprises 

alxering a flag associated with said selected user 
transaction records
